Viadivostok, August 2.—The Vladivcs- 
tok cruiser division returned to port at 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon. The 
cruisers were in perfect condition.

German steamer and one British steamer | 

The last mentioned two were carrying 
contrabang material and had nearly 
reached their destination—Yokohama, but 
were almost without coal and it was 
therefore impossible to send them to 
Viadivostok, 

The cruisers steamed up and down in 
front of the Japanese capital, but saw 
nothing of the enemy's warships, Al- 
though the Russian vessels had only 
three doors through which to get home-- 
the straits of Korga, LaPerouse strait | 
and Tsugaru, straits, which apparently | 
could easily ve been barred by Vice | 
Admiral Kamimura’s vessels, bad luck 
pursued the Japanese admiral and the 
Russian cruisers had no difficulty in | 
eluding him. * | 


ADMIRAL SKRYDLOFF 
REPORTS ON CAPTURES 


St Petersburg, August 2.—In a lengthy 
telegram to the emperor, Vice Admiral 
Skrydloff relates the doings of the Viadi- 
vostok sauadron under Rear Admiral 
Jessen. With the cruisers Rossia, Gromo- 
bot and Rurik, Admiral Jessen left 
Viadivostok July 20. After sinking a 
small Japanese vessel the cruisers held 
up the British steamer Camara, but as 
she had no cargo, ‘and was not caught 
in the’ act of carrying contraband of 
war, we were compelled to let her go,” 
says the dispatch. 

A Japanese coasting steamer wag next 
met, but ‘‘as most of her fifty passen- | 
gers were women we determined to re- | 
lease her.”’ 

Then Admiral] Jessen fell in in quick 
succession with the British steamers 
Arabia and Knight Commander. Of the 
Arabia he says nothing new. 

“The Knight Commander only stopped 
after the fourth shot,’’ the admira! re- 
ports. Her cargo being railroad mate- 
rial, ‘‘undoubtedly contraband for the 
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prize and her crew was taken off and 
the vessel sunk owing to the impossibil- 
itv of bringing her to a Russian port.”

An Unsent Telegram. 

One of the pert paragraphers at 
whom Mars’ Henry Watterson is wont 
to sneer is responsible for the story 
that the crowds at the Missouri demo- 
cratic convention were sorely disap- 
pointed because, after the nomination 
of Joe Folk for governor, the follow- 
ing telegram failed to show up: 

Oyster Bay, L. I., July 22, 1904. 

Hon. Joseph W. Folk.—Dear Joe: Con- 
gratulations to Missouri for its recogni- 
tion of milftant honesty in you and for 


its promise of civic righteousness in It- 
self. THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


That was the telegram that never 
came. Nos, of course, was it ever ex- 
pected, for even the people of Mis- 
souri have learned to know the real 
Roosevelt and to realize the difference 
between him and the counterfeit man- 
ufactured by his Riis and other adu- 
latory biographers. 

The real Roosevelt is a machine pol- 
itician who holds the success of the 
republican party to be far more im- 
portant than the triumph of right, how- 
ever much in his public utterances he 
may have preached grandiloquently 
of the civic virtues. 

In poker parlance, a four-flusher. He 
began by shouting for high ideals; he 
posed long and loud as a reformer;

Because of 
this knowledge the acquirement of the 
difficult Chinese tongue is deemed obliga- 
tory for German representatives ip China, 
With yery few exceptions the rman 
consular and diplomatic officers com- 
mand the language of the fereign country 
in which they @re located. 

We need schools fon the study of 
the Chinese language in the United 
tates, and for the study of other for- 
eign languages, with a special view to 
applying the knowledge thus acquired 
to the improvement of our diplomatic 
and consular service. 

The most valuable function of the 
consul is to promote his country’s 
export trade. To do this most effec- 
tively, he and his assistants must have 
special training of the kind indicated 
and otherwise. It is not enough that 
he be merely an able-bodied politician 
hungry for fees as the reward of par- 
tisan service.

The increase in the schoo] fund from 
all gources excepting the direct levy for 


er with this Mr. Davis takes into con- 
sideration the value of the 590 convicts 
which are now being used by twenty- 
nine counties on their public roads, 
which, at $225, makes about $129,800. 
These two sums make a total of nearly 
@ quarter of a million. Mr. Davis holds 
that this latter sum must be taken into 
consideration because these 29 counties 
do not participate in the public school 
fund arising from the hire of the re- 
mainder of the convicts; it is to be di- 
vided among the 108: counties which do 
not get convicts, and each of these 
counties will, therefore, get a larger 
amount in proportion. In other words, 
Mr. Davis holds that the division is thus 
made on the basis of the total value of 
all the convicts, whether employed by the 
counties or leased by the state. 

Taking into consideration the $129,800 
as suggested by Mr. Davis, the total 
schoo] fund for 1905 autside of any direct 
appropriation made by the state, would 
be $1,036,835, or about $450,000 more 


|than Georgia’s schools have ever before 


received. 

With a direct appropriation of $1,000,- 
000 as made by the house, this would 
bring the 1905 school fund up to $2,036, - 
835 as against $1,591,441 for .1904 and 
61,547,132 for 1903. With a direct ap- 
propriation of $800,000 ag for the last 
four years, each of the foregoing amounts 
would, of course, be $200,000 less.

From the foregoing it will be seen that 
the school fund from sources outside of 
the direct appropriation has jumped up 
$116,000 for next year without consider- 
ing the convicts used by counties as Mr. 
Davis suggests. 

All of these figures were presented to 
the house by Mr. Davis when the ques- 
tion of the common school fund was un- 
der consideration. It is not improbable 
that they will also be placed before the 
senate when the measure goeg before that 
body. 


Agricultural College. 

Mr. Morton, of Jones county, introduced 
in the house yesterday an interesting bill 
which provides for the gstablishment of 
a school of agricultuTe as a branch of 
the state university at some point in the 
state to be selected by a commission of 
one from each congressional district, the 
members of which are to be appointed by 
the governor. The bill provides for an 
appropriation of $65,000 to carTy out its 
purposes, 

“TI do not expect to be able to do any- 
thing with the bill at the present session 
of the house, for I realize there is not 
gufficient time left,’’ said Mr. Morton to 
a representative of The Constitution. 
“But I am anxious to get the matter 
before the people, and to have it given 
the proper consideration before the next 
genera] assembly convenes. It is a mat- 
ter in which many people of the state are 
vitally interested, and they are anxious 
to see such an institution established as 
soon as possible. This measure does not 
seek to take anything whatever away 
from’ the state university, but merely to 
establish such a school as a branch of 
the university.” 


To Amend the Fish Law. 

Effort will be made to get up as a 
special order in the house in the next 
day or two the bill reported by the spe- 
cial committee of which Mr. Boykin of 
Lincoln is chairman, to amend the fish 
and game law s0 ag to correct an error 
with regard to the time at which seining 


‘tis permitted. The game law as passed 


last year permits seining from September 
i to June 1}, prohibiting it only from 
June |! to September |, which is not the 
spawning season. For the protection of 
the fish, it is desired to amend the law 


season. The bill proposes, therefore, to 
prohibit seining from March | to June 15, 
which it is thought will meet the 
emergency. There is a great protest from 
all parts of the state against the present 
law. which is resulting in the rapid de- 
pletion of the fishing streams and ponds 
of the state.

In this report, which is 
for the twenty-four hours ending at mid- 
night Monday, 194 cars left the Empire 
Gtate of the South for New York and 
other foreign points carrying Georgia 
peaches. 
he nearest approach to these figures 

Was some two years ago, when 135 cars 
were shipped from Georgia in a single 
day. Of course these cars are almost 
entirely from the northern part of the 
state, with several cars from the central 
section and a very few scattering cafs 
,from the southern portion of Georgia. 

This record breaking day for Georgia 
made the total output of peaches shipped 
from Georgia for the present season 2,930 
cars. It is confidently expected that 
the season will practically close the mid- 
dle or latter part of next week, and by 
that time Georgia will show some 4,000 
cars shipped, which figures are exactly 
those prophesied by Colonel McClesky, of 
the Southern; Commefrcia] Agent Mitch- 
ell, of the Baltimore and Ohio; Com- 
mercial Agent Appler, of the Central ‘of 
Georgia, and other railroad officials, 

These figures of 4,000 cars, in turn, 
mean the establishment of another new 
record for the state of Georgia in the 
matter of the export of peaches. It aiso 
confirms what has been stated in this 
column as coming from railroad men 
that the present season would certainly 
establish new records for Georgia. Inci- 
dentally, the peaches have been in the 
best of condition, and as the market for 
Georgia has constantly increased, it 
means -that the present revenue for 
peaches will show a big increase over 
any previous year in the history of the 
state. . 


Much interest was evidenced in the 
railroad world yesterday in the meeting 
of the members of the Georgia Railroad 
commission. As hag been stated in this 
railroad column, it igs known that the 
railroads have asked the members of the 
commission to be more specific in regard 
to the demands made in the recent de- 
cision of the cgmmission for lower inter- 
state rates. It will be remembered that 
in this decision the commission stated 
that unless the railroads lowered their 
present interstate tariffs, the commis- 
sion would lower their present intrastate 
rates. 

At a meeting of prominent freight 
officiais from all the leading southern 
railroads held at the Piedmont last 
week it is known that an answer to the 
Georgia commission was drafted, and 
that this answer was before the commis- 
sion yesterday for consideration. As a 
result, the members of the Atlanta rail- 
road world were greatly interested in 
the outcome of.the meeting of the com- 
mission yesterday. 

It is expected that in the reply of the 
commission to the railroads specific in- 
stances will be pointed out in which the 
railroads must lower their present inter- 
state rates or suffer the consequences of 
the threat of the commission to lower 
the intrastate rates, The railroads, how- 
ever, do not seem to be greatly alarmed 
by this threat, as they claim that the 
commission has in this same decision 
just handed down, in answer to the 
prayer of the Aflanta freight hureau, ad- 
mitted the fact that the present intra- 
state rates were “‘reasonable,” although 
the railroads claim that they are un- 
reasonably low as they stand now.

Stories of women who want work and | 
can't get it to do. Since the fashion of | 
all white has become so stylish for both | 
winter and summer weather and the | 
lingerie waists and dresses are worn by | 
women of all ages, there is the greatest 
demand for good handwork, and women | 
declare their willingness to pay the | 
prices. ! 

As Many as a dozen women assem- 
bled the other day told stories of how 
their trips to various resorts were de- | 
layed simply because the dressmakers | 
could not finish thelr work for lack of | 
competent assistants. Others compiain-.| 
ed that there seemed an ingifference on | 
the part of many women who sewed, | 
as to whether they finished their work or | 
not and that many of them falleq to/| 
fulfill their obligations in many ways. | 

In the party was one who said her eyes | 
hurt as she haw been sewing night and | 
day because she had been unable to get | 
any one to fashion the thin waists as | 
she wished them fashioned. 

“I grew angry with my modiste because 
ehe had failed to finish them at the time 
appointed,’ she explained, ‘“‘and ordered 
them sent home, thinking I could have 
the work done by some one else.

From start.to finish the wheat market 
was an exceptfonally strong affair. An 
estimate made by a Minneapolis crop 
expert that the total winter and spring 
wheat crop of the United States would 
not exceed 530,000,000 bushels started 
active covering by shorts at the open- 
ing. As a result initial quotations on 
September were up 3-8 at 92 1-4c. An- 
other factor of almost equal importance 
was the strength of all foreign grain 
markets. The price of wheat at Buda- 
pest was reported to be from 7 to 8e 
higher than Saturday’s final figures, and 
this added zest to the buying. Many 
traders discredited these figures, but 
when confirmation was received the skep- 
tical ones quickly joined the bull ele- 
ment. Crop advices from the ‘northwest 
continued to dilate on enormous damage 
by rust fn the spring wheat fields. Dam- 
age reports were partly substantiated by 
the weekly weather bureau bulletin. 
About the only news of a bearish char- 
acter was a decrease of 314,000 bushels 
in the world’s visible supply. as against 
a decrease of !,613,000 bushels last year. 
The market recefved the support of an 
active general demand throughout the 
entire day, buying by northwest houses 
being especially heavy. Foreigners also 
bought freely in this market today, With 
the exception of a slight recession soon 
after the opening, when September touch- 
ed 92 1-8c. pices moved steadily upward, 
the close being practically at the top. 
Final quotations on September wefe 
94 1-8c, after the price had reached 
94 1-4c. Clearances of wheat and flour 
were equal to 95.800 bushels. Primarv re- 
eelots were 728,600 bushels, against 837,- 
200 bushels a year ago.
